He 
was soon joined by his wife and 
Daughter, and the Kapp family set- 
n«d on a beautiful country estate 
at .Hallekis. Here they spent nearly 
two years, undisturbed by the post- 
war crisis in world politics.

tentatively in Hallekis.

did her own housework, While Dr. 
Kapp attended to the outdoor duties 
of theJousehpli^ «.lke his former 
imperial master, Dr. Kapp in his ex- 
ile tools up wood-sawing and split- 
ting, and it was while he was en- 
gagej in splitting wood for the kitch- 
en range that he met with the in- 
jury that led to his death.

ell of a case of accidental poison- 
ng in which the victim took the 
yrrng medicine bv mistake.

ittla care and common seise could 
iave prevented such an accident. 


All medicines which are poison- 


ous when taken internally are so 
abclcd by the dispensing druggist 
>r physician. 
If such medicine is 


ransferred to another bottle the 
abel also should be transferred or 
i new one made out. 
It is well 


o put such poisons on the top shelf 
of the medicine cabinet, reserving 
this shelf for poisons only. 
Most 


poisons when bought have prickly 
stoppers on the bottles so they may 
>e identified in the dark. Children 
hould be cautioned against taking 
any medicines except when the par- 
nts arc at hand. 


The symptoms of poisoning vary 


with tho special poison, 
Sodden, 


severe and unexpected sickness aftei 
eating, 
drinking or taking medi- 


cine, may be due to poison. 


Delay in cases of poisoning 
is 


usually disastrous. A doctor should 
be 
summoned immed'ately, 
but 


while .awaiting hte arrival first- aid 
should be given, An emetic, a met!
